He told his press conference: 

No food rationing will become 
necessary; 

Ne food shortage is. in pros 
pect; and hoarding is very 
foolish. 

Mr. Truman said the sharp 
increase in many food prices 
must be attributed to profiteer- 
ing. 

He implied he has no im 
mediate. plans to call on Con- 
gress for emergency powers 
dealing with price, wage or 
allocation controls or with the 
conversion of civilian industry 
to war production, 

All matters relating to the 
emergency aré under considera- 
tion, he gaid, and at the ap 
propriate time steps will be 
taken—if they are necessary. 

Earlier Senator Maybank 
(Dem.-S.C.) had said that if the 
world ‘situation is “as black as 
it’s. being painted,” the govern- 
ment soon might be forced to 
slap drastic controls on the 
civilian economy.
